Senators Propose to Look Into 


Secretary Carlisle a Candidate for 
the Presidential Nomination— 
He ‘Will Have Grover’s Sup- 
port—Other Politics, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 
FRANKFORT (Ky.,) March 16.—To- 
day’s sensation in the Senatorial con- 
test flashed in the pan. Bitter talk and 
a-fruitless ballot tells the story, and 
those features have been present every 
day since the fight began. The scenes, 
however, have a different setting, and to 
the dramatis personae were added about 
four hundred bluecoats from Louisville, 
Lexington and Frankfort. The salu- 
tary-effect of this military display does 
not appear on the surface, because the 
reason for its presence was apprehen- 
sion and not the existence of violence. 
Three companies of the State guard 
took up their position on the State- 
house grounds this morning, and the 
Kentucky legislators filed through 
picket lines to their meeting-places in 
the Capitol. The presence of this armed 
force was the subject of numerous reso- 
lutions and acrimonious debate in both 
houses. 
The Senate, by a strict party vote, 
adopted a resolution reciting the action 
of Gov. Bradley in calling out the mili- 
tia which was declared to be “without 
Warrant of law, necessity or justifica- 
tion,” and appointing committee, 
headed by Senator 1 to inquire 
into such a “contemptible breach of 
privilege,” and to report! to the Senate 
or final action. This was adopted as a 
substitute for.a resolution offered by 
Senator Bronston, ‘violently denouncing 
Gov. Bradley, and declaring the pur- 
pose of the Senate to sugpend all legis- 
lation while the military guard re- 
mained in possession of the Capitol. 
The House got into a tangle over a

When the joint session convened the 
rolj-call showed 66 present. Neither 
Democrats nor Populists responded. 
The president announced no quorum. 
On the ballot for Senator only one vote 
was cast, that of Speed for Boyle. 
The Republicans and Demo crats, with 
this exception, refused to respond. 
The joint assembly then adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

There was not standing-room in the 
Courthouse when the indignation meet- 
ing was called to order to protest 
against the action of Gov Bradley in 
calling out troops. Mayor Julian told 
of his conference with Gov. Bradley 
in which he assured the executive that 
he would give ample protection and 
characterized the Governor’s action 
es highly partisan and unbecoming. 

Ex-Atty-Gen. Hendricks nominated 
Judge Lysander Hoard as chairman 
of the meeting in a speech scoring the 
Governor. Judge Hoard took the chair 
amid a wild burst of enthusiasm. 
Speeches were made by Col. E. H. 
Taylor and others, denouncing the ac- 
tion of Gov. Bradley in severe terms. 

THE GOVERNOR TALKS BACK. 
‘CINCINNATI, (O.,, March 16.—A 
special to the Commercial Gazette from 
Frankfort, Ky., says that the Demo- 
crats in the Senate have, without a 
hearing, tried and convicted Gov. 
Bradley of usurpation of authority in 
the calling out of the militia. This 
was done by a reSolution offered by 
Senator Bronston in the morning ses- 
sion and passed late in the afternoon. 
The committee named in this resolu- 
tion was composed of Senators Goebel, 
Bronston, McChord, Sims, Gross and 
Fulton. President Worthington of the 
Senate testified before the committee 
this afternoon that he would have 
counted the votes of James and Wal- 
ton in the joint assembly. 

Gov. Bradley appeared in the com- 
mittee-room without summons and 
said: “I want to ask what sort of a 
‘meeting this is and what is its object? 
According to your original resolution, 
I have been convicted without trial or 
hearing.“ 

The Governor was asked if he would 
go on the witness stand, whereupon he 
said: “Ask your questions.“ 

Have you the affidavits with you 
that were filed asking that troops be 
ordered out?’ asked Senator Goebel. 

J have the affidavits filed by the 
Speaker of the House and president 
of the Senate, but the original state- 
mer have disappeared from my of- 

ce.“ 

Gov. Bradley then read à joint affi- 
davit from President Worthington of 
the Senate, stating the dangers 
already reported in these dispatches. 
He also read several other affidavits 
and a telegram from Col. ‘Gaither 
warning him of danger. Gov. Brad- 
ley stated that Gen. Collier was in 
command of the militia and reported 
to him that he did not recognize any 
civil officer in the matter. | 

Senator Goebel read Sec. 79 of the 
general statutes, which provides that 
the Governor shall only become com- 
mander-in-chief of the militia by reso- 
lution of the Senate. 

Gov. Bradley replied that this sec- 
tion related only to time of war, when 
the militia. was in the fleld. But the 
present case was in time of peace. 

Gov. Bradley stated that he thought 
that in the present emergency he had 
the power to say that unlawful charac- 
ters should not go into either of the 
houses. The Governor then left the 
stand and the committee adjournea 
until 8 o’clock tonight. 

Col. Gaither of the Second Regiment 
‘fof militia, a staunch Democrat, testified 
at tonight's session. He said Col. 
‘Thompson told him that if Senators 
Walton and James should attempt to 
vote in the joint session today they

THE GOVERNOR’S PROCLAMATION 

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) March 16.—-What 
promises to be the most sensational 
day of the Senatorial fight was begun 
with a proclamation from Gov. Bradley, 
issued this morning, calling out the 
State troops. The proclamation de- 
clares: 

“For several days past an armed 
body of desperate men have by threats 
intimidated and 
overawed the members of the general 


assembly; that a portion of said per- 


sons assaulted Senator C. J. Walton 
and prevented him going out of the 
Senate chamber; that a part of said 
persors in like manner took possession 
of the door of the House while the 
joint assembly was in session and as- 


.| sumed to decide who should enter the 


chamber of the House when the said 
session was being held, and that on 
the 14th day of March persons were 
attempted to be sworn in as deputy ser- 
geant-at-arms of the Senate and there- 
upon forcibly’ seized the doorkeeper 
of the House of Representatives, while 
the general assembly. was in joint ses- 
sion, and prevented him from exercis- 
ing the duty of his office and allowed 
persons to enter who were not en- 
titled to a place on the floor; that the 
presence of these men prevented mem- 
bers from voting in joint session; that 
the civil authorities have at no time 
arrested nny of theserioters oragitated 
persons, but have permitted them to 
continue their work of intimidation.” 

Upward of four hundred soldiers oc- 
cupy the Statehouse Square. Gov. 
Bradley was in consultation all morn- 
ing with Adjt.-Gen. Collier and Cols. 
Castleman and Gaither. These gen- 
tlemen agreed that there would be no 
difficulty in preventing the trouble. 

“I wish to say,“ said the Govericr 
“that the military was called out in or- 
der to protect the members of the Leg- 
islature from mob violence and not to 
protect myself.“ 

The McCreary Guards were reinforced 
early this morning by the Brown Light 
infantry from Lexington, and the Lou- 
isville Legion, 250 men, under com- 
mand of Col. Castleman. These two 
companies were placed on duty at the 


‘Statehouse grounds and military reg- 
ulations enforced. Adjt.-Gen. Collier’s 
orders to the officers in charge of the 


entrance to the Statehouse expressly 
siated that no one except the members 
of the two houses, sergeant-at-arms, 
doorkeeper, cloakroom-kKeeper, pages, 
newspaper reporters and telegraph op- 
erators were entitled to admission. The 
guards carried out the orders to the 
letter. Col. Jack Chinn came down 
this morning from Harrodsburg. 

“Tt pave. telegraphed unconditional 
gurrender,“ he said, this is enough for, 


About 11 o'clock the Louisville. Le- 
gion was marched back to the cars 
and ordered to be in readiness to an- 
swer promptly the call for further serv- 
‘ces The Blackburn men call the Gov- 
erncr’s action “outrageous.” A meeting 
of the ctiizens. of Frankfort was called 
to protest against the presence of the 
militia in this city. 

“This display of force will stop ai! 
legislation,” said a Blackburn Senator 
this morn.ug: ‘Nothing shall be done. 
I would like to see a revenue bill or 
anything else get through now.” 
Just before 11 o’clock Sergeant-at- 
Arms Summers of the Senate entered 
the lower door of the Statehouse with 
six assistants, summoned on Saturday. 
They were Jack Chinn, Ephraim Lil- 
lard, Jim Williams, John McElroy, John 
Sneed and Walter Sharp. These men 
were ha'ted by Capt. Gaines. Sum- 
mers protested that they were his as- 
sistants and he had affidavits to show 
that they were entitled to enter. The 
captain was firm, however, and they 
walked out without attempting to 
force thcir way upstairs. Everything 
before convening for two hours was 
as quiet as it could be. Senators 
James and Walton entered the cham- 
ber. They said they would vote in 
teint assembly today if requested to do 
80. Dunlop did not show up. It is 
certain he will not be seen in Frank- 
fort again this session. 

CARLISLE A CANDIDATE. 


WASHINGTON, March 16. cretary 
Carlisle is a candidate for the Presiden- 
tial nomination at Chicago, and a pub- 
lic announcement to that effect will 
soon be made by one of the Secretary’s 
close friends. This announcement, 
however, will not be made until Presi- 
dent Cleveland has formally stated his 
purpose not to permit his name to be 
used in the convention in connection 
with a third term. It is learned on ex- 
cellent authority that the President has 
fully decided upon this course, and it is 
expected that he will make known his 
determination within a short time. Al- 
though Secretary Olney’s name has 
been considered with favor by the Dem-. 
ocratic leaders, it is known that he does 
not desire the nomination. 

It is undoubtedly true that Mr. Car- 
Usle's candidacy will have the support 
of Mr. Cleveland and the members of 
the Cabinet. He will go before the con- 
vention as the representative of the 
sound-money views of the administra- 
tion. His friends, in conducting the 
canvass for Mr. Carlisle’s nomination, 
will urge that it be made upon a sound- 
money platform, and, if he be success- 
ful at Chicago, will then make this is- 
sue prominent in the campaign leading 
up to the November elections. 

Representative Patterson of Tennessee 
has received from Secretary Carlisle a 
long letter in response tq ex-Speaker 
Crisp’s declaration that silver had re- 
ceived unfriendly treatment at the Sec- 
retary’s hands. Ina speech delivered in 
the House of Representatives on the 
14th of February, the ex-Speaker said: 

„He (meaning the Secretary of the 
Treasury) refuses to give silverforgold, 
because he must hold the silver to pay 
the silver certificates and Sherman 
notes issued under the act of 1890, and 
when a Sherman note issued under the 
act of 1890 is presented, he redeems it 
in gold and not silver. What mockery 
is this? What sort of friendly treat- 
ment is accorded silver by this law and 
the practice that obtains at the treas- 
ury of the United States?” 

Secretary Carlisle, in his reply to 
a letter written by Mr. Patterson says: 

In answer to your question, I can 
only say that in all the operations of 
the Tressury Deoarinent during my 
administration of its affairs. the lega!- 
tender gold and silver certificates of 
the United States have been treated

WASHINGTON (D. C., March 16.— 
(Special Dispatch. The Southern and 
Central Pacific Railroad cases, involv- 
ing the power of California to tax their 
franchises, was decided by the Supreme 
Court in favor of the State, Field and 
White dissenting. 

The Greer county, Texas, case in- 
volving the question whether Greer 
county, commonly known as No Man's 
Land, belongs to Texas or the United 
States, was decided in favor of the 
United States.

A BIG DOMAIN. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The case 
of the United States versus the State of 
Texas, involving the ownership of Greer 
county, was decided in the Supreme 
Court today in favor of the United 
Justice Harlan handed down 


the opinion. The case involves 1,500,000 
acres. 

TAXING RAILROAD FRANCHISES. 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—Chief 
Justice Fuller of the United States Su- 
preme Court today handed down a de- 
cision in the cases of the People and 
California against the Central Pacific 
and Southern Pacific Railroad com- 
panies, involving the right of the State 
to tax franchises, which, it was 
claimed, were derived from the national 
government, as well as from State au- 
thorities, and were inseparable. The 
court decided against this view, holding 
that railroad companies owe their ex- 
istence as corporations to the State and 
are ate to State laws in respect to 

tion. 

The Chief Justice said that State 
franchises had never been merged in 
Federal franchises, and they were legit- 
imately subject to taxation as the road- 
beds of the companies. Justice Field 
read a dissenting o He said the 
| position taken in the majority opinion 
was absurd and untenable. 

Justice Harlan also dissented from 
the opinion of the court. The dissenters 
held the franchises to be derived from 
the Unit States and that the mort- 
gages upon the roads held by the 
government were the property of the 
national government, and therefore not 
subject to State taxation. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—SEN;, 
ATE.—In the opening prayer Rev. Isaac 
Canter referred to the prevailing un- 
rest and excitement and besought di- 
vine interposition for peace. 

Senator Elkins of West Virginia made 
early reference to the Cuban question 
by offering a resolution directing the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, be- 
fore the vote was taken on the Cuban 
resolutions to make a report to the Sen- 
ate of all material facts. on the sub- 
ject, stating specifically whether a state 
of war now existed in Cuba, how long 
it has been in existence, how many 
men are engaged on the respective 
sides, whether the insurgents have 
adopted a constitution and organized 
a government, and at what place the 
seat of government is carried on, what 
places and ports are occupied by the 
insurgents and to what extent they 
would affect our relations with Spain. 

Senator Sherman asked that the reso- 
lution go over under the rules until to- 
morrow, and Senator Elkins assented. 

Senator Call of Florida secured the 
adoption of a resolution calling on the 
Secretary of the Treasury for informa- 
tion as to the detention of vessels sup- 
posed to be carrying arms to Cuba, and 
the legal authority for such a course. 

Senator Palmer of Illinois offered a 
resolution which went over, declaring 
that the unlimited coinage of silver by 
the United States would subvert exist- 
ing legal and commercial values. 

Senator Cannon, the new Senator 
from Utah, made his flrst speech, 
sharply criticizing Secretary Hoke 
Smith on the latter's recent response 
to the Senate resolution as to Indian 
lands. Senator Cannon characterized 
the Secretary’s action as discourteous, 
misleading and evasive and protested 
in behalf of the West at the lack of in- 
formation and intelligent action by the 
Secretary on matters affecting the 
western country. 

At 1 o’clock Senator Lodge was re- 
cognized for a speech on immigration, 
and in support of the resolution for ad- 
ditional immigration laws. 

Senator Lodge showed by existing 
laws paupers, diseased persons, con- 
victs and contract laborers are now de- 
nied admission to the United States. 
By the bill under consideration, it was 
proposed to make a new class of ex- 
cluded immigrants, viz: the totally ig- 
norant. 

Two questions arose in connection 
with the bill; first, as to the merits of 
this particular form of restriction, and, 
secondly, as to the general policy of 
restricting. immigrants at all. It was 
found as a result of investigation that 
the illiteracy test would bear most 
heavily upon the Italians, Russians, 
Poles, Hungarians, Greeks and Adriat- 
ics and very lightly, or not at all, upon 
English-speaking emigrants, or Ger- 
mans, Scandinavians and French. 

The races which would suffer most 
seriously by exclusion under the pro- 
posed bill,” he said, “furnish the emi- 
grants who do not go to the West or 
South where immigration is needed. 
but who remain on the Atlantic seaboard 
where immigration is not needed, and 
where their presence is most injurious 
and undesirable. The immigrants ex. 
cluded by the illiteracy test are those 
who remain for the most part in con- 
gested masses in our great cities. They 
furnish a large proportion of the popu- 
lation of the slums.” a 

The question of the advisability of re- 
stricting immigration was a subject, 
the Senator thought, of the greatest 
magnitude and the most far-reaching 
importance. 


“Tf,” he continued, “we have any re-

gard for the welfare, the wages or the 
standard of life of American working 
men, we should take immediate steps 
to restrict foreign immigration. There 
8 no danger at present, at all events, 
to our workingmen from the coming of 
skilled mechanics or of trained and ed- 
ucated men with a settled occupation 
or pursuit, for immigrants of this class 
will never seek to lower the American 
Standard of life and wages. On the 
contrary, they desire the same stand- 
ard for themselves. But there is an 
appalling danger to the American wage- 
earner from the flood of low, unskilled, 
ignorant foreign laborers which has 
into the country for some years 

past and which not only takes lower 
wages, but accepts a standard of life 
and living so low that the American 
workingmen cannot compete with it. 
The injury of unrestricted immigration 
to American wages and American 
standards of living is sufficiently plain 
and is bad enough, but the danger 
which this immigration threatens the 
quality of our citizenship is far worse. 
“More precious even than forms of 
government are the mental and moral 
qualities which make what we call our 
race. While those stand unimpaired 
all is safe. When these decline all is 
imperilled. They are exposed to but 
a single danger, and that is by chang- 
ing the quality of our race and citizen- 
ship through the wholesale infusion 
of races, whose traditions and inheri- 
tances, whose thoughts and whose be- 
liefs are wholly alien to ours and with 
whom we have never assimilated or 
even been associated in the past. The 
danger has begun. It is small as yet, 
comparatively speaking, but it is large 


easily and efficiently. 

“There lies the peril at the portals of 
our land; there is pressing in the tide 
of unrestricted immigration. The time 
has certainly come if not to stop, at 
least to check, to sift and to restrict, 
those immigrants.’ 

Senator Lodge spoke for 
hour, and was followed by 
ator Pugh of Alabama in sup- 
port of the silver amendment to 
the Tariff Bill.

Be Picked Up from One of the 
Florida Keys—Spanish War- 
ships Notified.

It is expected that the 
steamship Bermuda with arms and 
ammunition for the Cuban patriots 
will pick up two parties of men on the 
way down the coast of the United 
States.

Experience of Miss Cornelia Seibals 
jn England and Germany.

BALTIMORE, March 16.—Among the 
283 steerage passengers who landed at 
Baltimore from the steamer today was 
Miss Cornelia Seibals, who returns to 
America after hunting fortunes in Ger- 
-many and England to which she be- 
lieves she is heiress, Miss Seibals is 84 
years old and was born near Edgefield 
Courthouse, N. C.. Some time ago she 
read of the death of one Seibals, who 
was said to have left $300,000,000 to rela- 
tives, some of whom lived in the United 
States.

Miss Seibals says there are 
several more millions due her from the 
Temple tate in England. Her mother, 
she says, was Marion Sarah Temple, 
daughter of William Temple, from 
whose family in England another great 
fortune is said to be awaiting heirs. 

Eleven weeks ago, Miss Seibals said, 
she left New York with a view of pre- 
senting her claims to the two fortunes.

least discrimination been made against 
silver or its paper representative. In no 
instance has: silver or certificates been 
refused in payment of a debt, or de- 
mand due the government, and in no 
instance has the government refused to 
pay silver or silver certificates in dis- 
charging its obligations when the hold- 
ers of the obilgations demanded or re- 
quested such ment. 

“When United States notes or treas- 
ury notes are presented for redemp- 
tion, gold is paid if it is demanded, 
and if silver is demanded silver is 
paid. Thus the coins of the two metals 
are treated exactly alike in making 
payments by the government, as well 
as in the discharge of debts due the 
government, It has always been the 
policy of the Treasury Department to 
discourage the use of silver to the 
largest possible extent. and in orde1 
to accomplish this standard. silver dol- 
lars will be sent by express. at the ex- 
pense of the government to any one 
who will deposit an equivalent amount 
in silver certificates or treasury notes 
of 1890, with the United States Treas- 
urer, or any assistant treasurer, or 
with a national bank depositary, and 
subsidiary coins will be sent by ex- 
press at the expense of the govern- 
ment to any one who will deposit with 
such officers or banks any kind of 
United States currency or national 
banknotes; but gold is not sent to 
anybody free of charge. 

“In August, 1893, there was a great 
and unusual demand in nearly every 
part of the country for currency or 
small denominations, and in its attempt 
to supply this demand the Traesruy 
Department paid out, in defraying the 
expenses of the government and in ex- 
change for other forms of currency, all 
the silver that could be lawfully used 
for these purposes, so that for a short 
period it was compelled to suspend pay- 
ment in standard silver dollars except 
in the redemption of silver certificates 
and treasury notes of 18902 The law 
authorizing .the use of silver certificates 
on deposits of silver, provides that 
‘the coin deposited for, or representing 
the certificates shall be retained in thé 
treasury for the payment of same on 
demand.’ 

“It is, therefore, plain that when the 
amount of silver dollars in the treasury 
does not exceed the amount of silver 
certificates, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury cannot without a violation of the 
law pay out such silver except for the 
redemption of certificates. At such 
times he has no more right to exchange 
silver dollars for gold, than he has to 
pay them out in any other manner. 
But there is another fund in the treas- 
ury which is required by_law to be held 
for a different purpose. It consists of 
the bullion and the standard silver dol- 
lars coined from the bullion purchased 
under the act of July 14, 1890. That act 
rovides for the purchase of silver bul- 
ion at the market price and the issue 
of treasury notes on payment for it, 
and it also declares that ‘no greater nor 
less amount of such notes shall be out- 
standing at any time than the cost of 
the silver bullion and the standard sil- 
ver dollars coined therefrom, than held 
in the treasury purchased by such 
notes.’ 

“Under this provision the Secretary 
is required to keep in the treasury at 
all times an amount of silver bullion at 
its cost price and in standard silver dol- 
lars coined from the purchased bullion 
exactly equal to the amount of treas- 
ury notes outstanding, and he cannot, 
therefore, lawfully use such standard 
silver dollars except of the redemption 
and cancellation of treasury notes. 

“My letter to the United States Sen- 
ate, upon which Mr. Crisp’s statement 
seems to have been based, was written 
on the 18th day of August, 1893, and at 
that time there was no free silver in the 
treasury; that is, there were no stand- 
ard silver dollars in the treasury ex- 
cept such as the law required to be held 
for the redemption of silver certificates 
and treasury notes of 1890, and 
these redemptions: were made at all 
times during that month, and every 
month when these forms of currency 
were presented. During the month of 
August, 1892, tréasury notes to the 
amount of $1,273,267 were redeemed in 
silver and cancelled, and since the ist 
day of August, 1893, the total amount 
of such notes redeemed in silver and

WATCHING THE WORLD'S CHANGES. 


Wax sometimes enlightens us won- 
' Werfully as to the character and 
strength of a people, their civilization 
and progress. There are so many 
ways of studying the world, but the 
best of all ways is by coming into 
rlose contact with nations and taking 
pur impressions first hand. 

We have today a broader view of 
the Old World nations, particularly | 
those of the so-called dark continent, 
than we had a year ago. The cathode 
rays of experience afford us an al- 
together clearer view of the autonomy 
pt some of the nations and tribes in 
Africa, and elsewhere, that the Old 
World civilizations have regarded as 
their rightful prey and have attempted 
to seize and control for the sake of 
their own political aggrandizement. 
We shall awaken to the fact, sooner 
or later, that civilization is a pene- 
trative force which is never at rest, 
and that the savagery of the past, 
which lifted men hardly above the 
level of the beast, is not as prevalent, 
even in African wildernesses, as has 
been supposed. And these peoples do 
not take kindly to foreign protector- 
ates and the free slicing up of their 
territory among the nations. This 
division is largely the result of greed. 
The discovery of great mineral wealth 
in any of these unsubdued territories 
at once awakens the desire for con- 
quest amofig the nations of Europe. 
It is not the strengthening of civili- 
zation, and the uplifting of barbarous 
tribes that is the primal motive of 
conquest, but it is the rich mines of 
old and silver that draw the nations 
like a mighty lodestone to African 
shores. Ashantee has been subdued 
by British forces, the Mozambique 
country is yielding to the greater 
strength of the Portuguese arms, and 
all its wealth of natural resources will 
probably fall under their contröl; 
there is still a disturbing element in 
the Transvaal, and, as has been said, 
“whether for weal. or woe, Britain and 
Boer are side by side in South Africa,” 
and Abyssinia confronts Italy with 
a strength and skill that astonishes 
the world. History is being rapidly 
made these days, when, wars and 
rumora of wars hold the attention of 
the world, and we wait breathlessly 
for the changes that are to come.

The question has been raised as to 
‘whether the passage of the concurrent 
resolution -relative to Cuba by both 
houses of Congress, will constitute a 
formal recognition of Cuban belliger- 
ency by the United States.

It would be better for Congress to 
send the Cuban matter to President 
Cleveland in proper form for his offi- 
cial approval or rejection, rather than 
to pass concurrent resolutions which 
are without binding force. Should 
Mr. Cleveland veto such a measure, 
enough votes to overcome his veto 
could probably be mustered without 
difficulty in both Houses. 

The vast majority of the people of 
the United States, unquestionably, de- 
sire the formal recognition of Cuban 
belligerency by this government. But 
they desire such recognition to be com- 
plete and unequivocal. There should 
be no opportunity left for quibbling. 
If recognition is due to the Cuban in- 
surgents, they our entitled to the gen- 
uine article, not a weak counterfeit. 


A special to the New York Herald 
from St. Paul declares that there are 
fifty McKinley men to one Reed man 
in Minnesota, and that these McKinley 
men, while they do not object to a.com- 
plimentary vote for Senator Davis, em- 
phatically favor McKinley as next 
choice.

RULES OF THE ROAD. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The 
Vice-President today laid before the 
Senate a reply of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to a resolution ask- 
ing information concerning the cus- 
toms, rules, negulations and agnee- 
ments and charges pf certain railroad 
companies. First the commission re- 
ports there is no agreement or regula- 
tion in writing other than the regu- 
larly established tariffs and rate sheets 
between the railway companies, whose 
lines extend to or through Missouri 
River points as to what rates shall be 
maintained to and from such points. 
Companies carrying from points east 
thereof use the Missouri river as a 
basing line and maintain the same 
rate to all Missouri River points. 

The rates from Chicago and points 
east of the Missouri River to points 
west in Nebraska, Kansas and Colo- 
rado are made as.a rule by a combina- 
tion of the rates east and west of the 
river. The Commission is of the opin- 
ion that there is additional legislation 
required to better protect the public 
interests. Any evils resulting from the 
use of the Missouri River as a basing 
line will be remedied by so amending the 
law as to provide for a thorough rout- 
ing and through billing from the point 
of shipment to the point of destination 
at through rates. The Commission says 
it has asked heretofore for additional 
legislation or amendment which will 
compel carriers to disclose their de- 
fense to the Commission and confine 
the courts, in proceedings to enforce 
the Commission’s orders, to considera- 
tion of the record made and the cases 
tried by the Commission. Fuch an 
amendment is necessary to the en- 
forcement of any orders of the Com-

OPENINGS. FOR INVESTMENT. 
Complaint has frequently been heard 
in Los Angeles that it is extremely dif- 
ficult to induce capitalists to invest 
money in anything outside. of real es- 
tate, and of ‘‘gilt-edged inside business 
property” at that. It does not matter 
how inviting and solid manufacturing 
propositions may be, or whether a mine 
may have been developed to an extent 
that it shows the full value of the 
price asked for it in ore disclosed by 
shafts and tunnels, or whether a rail- 
road to an undeveloped district may 
hold out a good prospect of paying at 
least 10 per cent. on the investment, it 
is almost useless to ask local capitalists 
for any money, and those who are try- 
ing to work up enterprises of this kind 
are consequently forced to seek out- 
side capital. It is not surprising that, 
in such cases, outsiders, when ap- 
proached on the subject, ask how it is 
that some of our local men of means do 
not take the lead in an enterprise, and 
at least invest a little, in order to show 
their faith in the resources of the sec- 
tion. It is well to remember that city 
real estate, especially that which is de- 
voted to business purposes, is not of 
itself a basis of wealth, and merely rep- 
resents a portion of the wealth that has 
been accumulated in other channels. 


COMMERCIAL. 


FOOD IMPORTS. The Times has fre- 
quently called theattention of itsreaders 
to the vast possibilities which lie in the 
production of food products that are 
now imported from abroad. There is cer- 
tainly no excuse to talk about over- 
production as long as we are sending 
out of the country every year nearly 
$100,000,000 for products that might 
be raised in Southern California.

-memorialize the Supervisors to appoint

The water supply was pronounced to 
be still somewhat unsatisfactory, on 
account of complaints of vegetable mat-

The report stated that, since the city 
has no free dispensary, the Health OR 
fice has frequently been visited by the

The inventory of property on the

HOW PASADENA GROWS. 
A Large Amount of Street Improve- 


ments. 


The record of improvement in Pasa- 
dena in the last two years tallies re- 
markably well with the large increase 
in its population, for in that time it 
has added 18 per cent, to its residents 
and the volume of tourist travel con- 
tinually inereases. Since December, 
1894, Pasadena has graded more than 
eleven miles of street, placed more iban 
twenty-five miles of curbing and more 
than twenty-six miles öf gutter. Nearly 
six miles of sewer has been placed and 
183,860 ‘square feet of asphaltum pave- 
ment put down. 

Besides this work already completed 
there is in progress the opening, widen- 
ing and improving of more than a 
dozen streets; the laying of asphaltum 
is contemplated on an area equal to 
nearly half the entire area already 
paved, and preliminary work has been 
begun on the legal formalities for im- 
proving those streets. The rapid and 
thorough improvement of Pasadena’s 
streets has drawn to the city a@ large 
amount of capital, and business build- 
ings have sprung up in the center of 
town in the last two years equal to 
those in any town of its size in any 
eastern State. ‘The citizens have paid 
out $164,057 in two years for street im- 
provement alone, ‘and are petitioning

SANTA MONICA. 


‘New Developments in the Alleged 


*Colonisation”’ Scheme. 

SANTA MONICA, March 16.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The report of a 
“solonizing’’ scheme to bring members 
of the Soldiers’ Home to this city, and 
keep them here until after the coming 
city election, as published in today’s 
Times has led to some surprising de- 
velopments, It has been learned that 
several members of the home have been 
approached by men who offered to pay 
their board and lodging from now on 
until after the municipal election if 
they would during that period live in 
Santa Monica, and vote at the election, 
It is also said on authority which seems 
to leave little room for doubt that in 
the presence of members of the home 
it was asked how many men were 
wanted from the institution to come to 
Santa Monica and live until election, to 
which the reply was made that 100 
men could be taken care of. 

Such action seems to be unlawful. 

Section 19 of the purity of election law 
says: “It shall be unlawful for any 
person, directly or indirectly, by himself 
or through any other person. to 
advance or pay, or cause to be paid, 
any money or other valuable thing to 
or for the use of any other person, with 
the intent that the same, or any part 
thereof, shall be used for boarding, 
lodging, or maintaining a person at any 
place or domicile in any election pre- 
cinct, or, ward, or district, with intent 
to procure the vote of such person, or 
to induce such person to vote for any 
particular person or persons at any 
election. Byery person who 
commits any of the offenses mentioned 
in this section is punishable, upon con- 
viction thereof, by imprisonment in the 
State prison for not less than one year 
nor more than seven years.“ 

MORE BAD LUCK, 

Customs Collector Gaffey. has had 
more bad luck in hunting for smugglers, 
He received information that a boat 
which had left San Pedro for San Cle- 
mente Island would probably try to 
make a landing north of this city Sun- 
day night with contraband Chinese.
